such a place as Bancroft because Ban- 
croft is quite as able as any other place 
m the country, to build its own school 
souse, | think it monstrous, after 
Thurlow, for instance, has ata large 
expence bailt its own schools, that 
the county council should vote $1500 of 
county money, towarls which Thur- 
low ratepayers must contribute in 
order that Bancroft may be able to 
mt up a finer public school than 
Thurlow possesses, | also sagt PO it 
because the municipal act does not 
give us power to make the grant. 

To the great surprise of students of 
municipal law, permission to give the 
grant was found in an obscure clause 
af the school act of last session. TI was 
also opposed because of the deplorable 
condition of the county finances. 

Last year the Merchants Bank re- 
fused for the first time to supply the 
necessary money to finance the year's 
work, because of the large debit  bal- 
ance-in current account The account 
was then taken to the Standard Bank 
which supplied us with the necessary 
cash, only on condition that the mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee give 
their personal note which was done to 
the amount of 830,000. Ss 

At the end of 1913, the overdrawr 
account amounted to $55,000, and this 
ean only be reduced by taking, $30,000 
borrowed for constructing permanent 
bridges and putting it into current 
account, which cannot be done except 
in violation of the act under which 
the bylaw was d, and also 
in violation of the express terms 
of the bylaw itself. This sad con- 
dition has been brought about by 
many foolish grants such as the one 
to build a fancy school house in Ban- 
croft and in the face.of repeated warn- 
ings, of what the end would be. The 
ratepayers will know, when their tax 
bills are received this year, that some- 
thing has ——

But somehow or 
other politics and journalism seem- 
ed to call him with an irresistible 
force, and after four years at the 
printing business he went down to 
Montreal as a reporter on one of 
the big dailies. He had a habit of 
getting at the heart of things that 
caught the eye of the chief editor, 
and they soon sent him to Ottawa 
to record the proceedings of Parlia- 
ment from the Press Gallery. He 
was heartily welcomed by, met 
upon an equal footing, and even 
mildly criticized at times, by ‘the 
same men for whom, not ten years 
before, he meekly ran errands, It 
was a long stride upwards, but ‘Tay- 
lor had no thought of making the 
Press Gallery his terminus, and 
Ynow recalled. his page boy dreams 
of some day becoming a member of 


Parliament himself. 


Became an Editor. 


He went through the fierce cam- 
paign of 1891, and his vivid reports 
of some of the spectacular meetings 
of that stirring political etruggle 
were models of graphic and faithful 
reporting. Hig work attracted such 
favorable attention, indeed, that he 
received and accepted a flattering 
offer of a position on the editorial 
staff of the Victoria Colonist. That 
was in 1992. By 1900, J. D. Taylor 
had become a force to reckon with 
in the somewhat tangled political 
situation on the coast. He moved 
to New Westminster 
managing editor of The Columbian, 
and four years later he was chosen 
as the Conservative standard- 
bearer. Taylor's party was almost 
annihilated, but he himself  tri- 
umphed, and three months later he 
entered the House of Commons to 
fight with and aga 
men whose page he had been in the 
same legislative chamber twenty- 
eight years before. | 

In the House of Commons to-day 
there is no more highly respected 
and conscientious member than this 
same J. D. Taylor, who still sits 
for New Westminster. A thorough- 
going democrat of sane conserva- 
tive tendencies, his whole career 
epitomizes what pluck and perse- 
verance can do with the opportuni- 
ties of a blessed democracy.

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HUGE WAR FACTORY. 


Arapp’s Great Works Had a Ham- 
ble Recinning. 


Germany's war factory ia one of 
the greatest enterprises of the 
world. It had a humble beginning, 
the first ‘factory’ being really a 
cottage, and but six men were em. 
ployed. Frederick Kropp began 
perations with the dogged purpose 
of achieving fame. Sacrificing both 
resources and health to the object 
in view, he bequeathed, at his 
death in 1896, nothing buat a small 
forge and his secret of making cru- 
cible steel to hia son Alfred, then 
fourteen years of age. How thia lad, 
imbued by a similar spirit, convert- 
ed, as if by a magician’s wand, the 
little forge into the huge works of 
the present day, employing some- 
thing like 70,000 workmen, is a re-| 
markable story of enterprise and. 
energy. It was the secret of cru-| 
oible steel bequeathed by Frederick | 
Krupp to his son that made the) 
Krupp works, and enabled succeed-| 
ing generations to make it the) 
greatest of its kind in the world. — 

The present Krupp works domi- 
nate the whole of Essen, a town of | 
about 300,000 inhabitants.  Situ-| 
ated in the centre close to the rail-| 
way, they, together, with their at-| 
tendant institutions, cover an aren| 
of 500 acres. 

The tentacle arms of the vast os- 
tablishment stretch out octepus- 
like on all sides. Two thousand) 
trucks and over fifty locomotives! 
rush along these tracks daily, con- 
veying Germany's guns, armor- 
plates, ammunition and shells to 
German garrisons, forte, ports and 
harbors. Six thousand tons of coal, 
coke and briquettes are poured 
daily into the huge creature's capa- 
cious jaws. One and a quarter mil- 
lion tons of fuel are required an- 
nually to appoase its insatiable ap- 
petite. Twenty million cubic metres 
of water, or more than the 450,000 
inhabitants of Oologne consume 
yearly, are used in the works. 

Krupp’s is adwirably organized 
from a business point of view for 
the purposes it serves, To begin 
with, it is really, if not nominally, 
in the hands of a single individual.

Of 268 samples of lard, two 
were found adulterated; of 157 
samples of butter, four adulterat- 
ed; 69 samples of cider, 29 adulter- 
ated; 150 samples of baking pow- 
der, 35 adulterated; 138 stock 
feeds, 22 below guarantee; 80 fla- 
voring extracts, 40 adulterated ; 280 
spices, 45 adulterated; while 273 
samples of pepper showed 53 adul- 
terated.

Catering to the Convalracent. 


The most dificult person to cater 
to is & convalescent, unlces it be a 


ehronic invalid. In both cases the 
attending physician usually has 
some special euggertions to make, 
or the dict may be hed within pre- 
weribed lines. However, there are 
eases when the doctor merely says, 
“'Feed up the patient, give nourish- 
ing, light food, egg nogs, rare beef, 
etc.,’’ and it is up to you to follow 
hix wishes and at the same time try 
to meet the taste of vour charze. A 
strong point in this system of feed- 
ing up is not to ask a person who 
has been ill to come to the family 
table as soon as they are up unless 
they especially wish to do so, The 
commotion and “general conversa- 
tion is often too much for worn 
nerves and the food is not enjoyed 
or digested as readily; so even if 
it is a little more work. a carefully- 
prepared tray, served in a quiet 
room, is better for a convalescent, 
especially in case of nerve exhaus- 
tion. Also eee that a suitable stand 


or table is placed convenient for the |- 


patient before you bring in the 
tray. Place a cushion or footstool 
to rest the feet on and have all 
foods so prepared that it will re- 
quire no effort to partake of them.

The Eskimo is said to be a skil- 
ful huntsman, and especially-in-the 
capturing of seals does he display 
considerable ingeruity. Whenever 
the seal hunter has gone to the 
trouble of splicing a fine spear 
handle, he does not wish to break 
it, so the point, explains a writer 
in The Southern Workman, is put 


on with a ‘‘toggle’’ or jdint. 


When a seal or walrus is har- 
pooned, the sudden struggle of the 
animal does not break the spear, 
but merely unjoints the point, and 
the more the animal etruggles the 
more the point turns. crosswise in 
the wound and the firmer the barbs 
take hold. But the animal cannot 
escape, for with thongs of skin the 
point is connected with the spear 
shaft. ‘The animal merely swims 
away or dives deep into the sea, 
carrying with him the spear.

It has plugs and at- 
tachments cleverly carved from 
ivory, for wood is far too precious 
to be used in this land of ivory 80 
far from the forests. 

The float serves as a buoy, 80) 
that the Eskimo can follow the ani- 
mal and find it after it gives up its 
struggles and dies. Then, too, the 
float keeps the catch from sinking 
and being lost in the ocean's 
depths,
